Head Constable Ruddock, R.1.C., while 
returning from church in Youghal yester- 
day, was fired at and wounded in the leg. 

Serious disturbances occurred in Cork 
early on Saturday morning, where forty- 
one arrests were made under the 
“Curfew” Order, and shots were fired 


atthe military in several parts of the city. 
Two bombs were arsindek 

A military patrol which was attacked 
ai, Nicker, County Limerick, returned the 
fire, killing one civilian and wounding 
some others. 

While policemen in Tipperary were- 
pursuing a man who had fired a revolver 
at them on Saturday night, another man 
was accidentally shot in the leg and is 
now in hospital. 

Yesterday the body of a man who had 
been shot was found in a field at Drum- 
collogher, County Limerick. His hands 
were tied behind his back and there was 
a bandage across his eyes. 


The Allies and Poland, 


One of the pleasantries of the Great 
War was the prediction of an astute 
veteran of the name of “Old Bill” that 
the second seven years would be worse 
than the first. To-day long-sighted 
students of European affairs. are tempted 
to.ask themselves whether the second seven 
years are not about to begin. When the 
Poles started the military operations that 
have proved so fatal to them they 
attacked not the Bolshevist Government, 
but Russia. Somewhat lacking in a sense 
of proportion, they thought the occasion 
ripe for prosecuting what every Pole be- 
lieves to be the God-given mission of his 
race—namely, to conquer and dominate 
afresh the Russians whom, some centuries 
ago, they held in subjection. The 
Russians, as soon as they realised what 
was afoot, composed their private 
differences and turned upon the Poles, 
their hereditary enemies, with joyous and 
united abandon. Meanwhile the Allies. 
opposed to Poland's rash excursion on 
moral principles, and not because they 
realised its probable effect, confined them- 
selyes to expressions of cold displeasure 
where they should have had recourse to 
prohibitive action. The awakening of the 
Poles has been rude and sudder, but not 
ruder or more sudden than the awakening 
of the Allied Powers to the perilous situa- 
tion that now confronts them. The Polish 
barrier against Bolshevist Russia has dis- 
appeared overnight, and Trotsky is on the 
German border, extending the hand of 
friendship to the expectant Sparticists, 
Before long he may be on the Czecho- 
Slovakian border and the Hungarian 
border, waving the red flag of revolution 
to kind friends in those unsettled 
countries. 

In the meanwhile Germany is con- 
sidering her course of action. . The 
thing most to be feared by the Allies is 
that the militarist Germans, thirsting for 
revenge and the restoration of their power, 
may join hands with the Spartacists in 
delivering Germany to the Bolsheviks.

We cannot identify the nimble brain 
which inspires our present dealings 
with Lenin; but it is clear that the 
process of backing and filling, of which 
that policy seems wholly to consist, is 
obtaining-no material advantages, while 
it brings our statesmanship and honesty 
of purpose into disrepute, Exactly what 
should be done at the present critical 
moment is a question that the Allied 
statesmen must decide. All that the lay- 
man can ask is that the steps which are 
taken shall accord with the power and 
dignity, as well as with the amiable sin- 
cerity, of the nations that take them. It 
is much to be regretted that at this 
critical period in the world’s history Great 
Britain is denied the leadership of a 
man who, whatever genius he may lack, 
commands by his qualities of honesty and 
resolution the respect of those with whom 
he is called upon to deal-and the con- 
fidence of those whose prestige is in his 
hands. Mr. Lloyd George .may yet score 
a success—he has not scored one so far— 
in his dealings with the new enemy of 
civilisation. It is impossible, however, to 
believe that such success will be other 
than” spectacular and transient—the acci- 
dental result of an opportunism which 
neither merits nor can expect to win 
a solid victory. The skipper whose hand 
is on the helm oí State scarcely can hope 
to steer a’straight course if he keeps one 
eye glued on the poker game that is pro- 
ceeding in the captain’s cabin. It is to 
be feared that Mr. Lloyd GQeorge'’s states- 
manship, with that of his colleagues, loses 
some of its directness through the distract- 
ing influence of the political poker game 
that goes on perpetually beneath the dis- 
dainful shadow of Big Ben. The game has 
been played in the past, but usually it 
has been possible to put forward as the 
chief representative of British statesman- 
ship and British diplomacy some player 
who has about him more of the gifted 
amateur and less of the hardened pro- 
fessional. Jenin and Trotsky are past- 
masters of slippery d‘plomacy. Their in- 
fluence will be weakened by an exhibi- 
tion on our side not of an equal lubricity, 
a still more pronounced agility, but of 
the firm dignity and manly directness 
that the true men of all races and all 
degrees of civilisation recognise and 
respect. 


The Outlook for Trade. 

Of late there has been a marked 
“slump” in trade, and the outlook is 
far from promising- The Association of 
Chambers of Commerce recently addressed 
a questionnaire to several of the more 
important Chambers in England. It 
asked (1) are there as yet any indica- 
tions of a recovery? (2) is it the general 
impression of business men that the 
present slackness is merely a temporary 
phase and that the autumn will again 
see trade \ brisk, or, at any rate, 
sufficiently good to keep all hands em- 
ployed? (3) is there anything to suggest 
that the prices of any group of com- 
modities will appreciably decline? The 
replies were published on Saturday. 
Naturally, in some respects they are con- 
flicting ; but the balamce of opinion seems 
to be that a severe contraction in the 
volume of trade is ahead of us, and that 
there will be a slackening in the markets 
for British goods. During the last eighteen 
months politicians have given too much 
attention to the question how industry 
should be governed, and the vital ques- 
tion how to keep industry going has 
been neglected. In this respect Labour 
leaders have been the worst offenders. If 
half the energy which they spent in ex- 
pounding their pet theories about the 
management of industries and the dis- 
tribution of profits had been devated to 
safeguarding our industries from decline, 
there would be very little need for anxiety 
The grim spectre of unemploy- 
ment would not stare thousands of their 
followers in the face. The conduct of 
some of the leaders in industrial politics 
is like that of a party of motorists who 
quarrel about: the steering when the car 
is approaching a particularly dangerous 
corner: it is pregnant with disaster. Dis- 
putes about control can do nothing but 
harm just now, and they should cease. 
The entire nation’s energies are required 
to re-build the shattered edifice of pros- 
perity. The Government s policy, it must 
be confessed, has not been helpful. Under 
a sound scheme of finance national ex- 
penditure on Tuxuries would be reduced 
to a minimum, and taxation would be 
framed so as to encourage fresh indus- 
trial enterprise. The very reverse is the 
case. In its haste to make a land “ fit for 
heroes to liye in,” the Government is 
spending money lavishly and seems to pay 
very little heed to the source from which 
it comes. Vast schemes of social reform 
have been, and are being, launched—all 
at the expense of industry. The enormous 
load of taxation is squeezing the life out 
of enterprise. It is difficult to expect 
development in the circumstances. Every 
section of the community must be made 
to realise that progress cannot stand 
alone; it must be supported by thrift and 
hard work, All Europe to-day is crying 
out for British goods. We have a splendid 


opportunity to regain the foremost posi- i B 


tion in the markets of the world; yet we 
are entering what seems to be a period of 
industrial stagnation.

Exit July. 

The new moon of August 14th will be 
awaited with eager hope of a change of 
weather. Unfortunately, it will not elimb 
the sky before the railway fares to all 
pleasant holiday places have been raised. 
Very few persons, save those to whom it 
has brought legacies or an engagement 
ring, will have a good word for the month 
which skulked out of existence on Satur- 
day. It was the wettest July of many 
years—a disastrous month for the tourist 
and the seaside holiday-maker. Our rain. 
fall returns fdr the month in Ireland have 
not yet begun to arrive, but we need no 
‘melancholy dampness. . Great 
shared our affliction. 
July rains, both in quantity and duration, 
have surpassed all previous records, The 
total of 6.6 inches in the Isle of Wight is 
the greatest that has been registered there 
in the last thirty years. The British Rain- 
fall Organisation has kept duration statis- 
tics for forty years. It reports that in 
London rain fell during nearly seventy- 
five hours of July. The highest figure 
hitherto recorded was fifty-eight hours in 
the exceptionally cold and wet July of 
1888. August may bring a change, but the 
weather forecasts for the next few days are 
not promising. We shall make no predic- 
tion for this important Monday. Only a 
very foolish man would venture to pre- 
dict anyfhing about the immediate future 
in Ireland. Weather, railways, the Home 
Rule Bill, and Archbishop Mannix—all 
are equally hazardous as subjects of 
speculation. 


IMPERIAL PRESS CONFERENCE. 


A Reuter’s Fredericton, New Brunswick, tele- 
gram of Saturday says :—The 
delegates were entertained to a civie luncheon 
here y- Replying to the welcome, Sir 
Campbell Stuart, of The Times, declared that 
the British Empire was gradually becoming a 
common property in the government of all 
coneerned, until the day dawned when iis major 
affairs were ordered by some kind of Imperial 
Council.

MAJOR T. D. HACKETT, D.S.0. 


Major T. D. Hackett, I.A., whose name. ap- 
pears in the London Gazette of the 23rd July as 
having been awarded the Distinguished Service 
Order, is a son of the Dean of Limerick. Major 
Hackett distinguished himself in 1918 by reliev- 
ing an officer of the Indian Civil Service, who, 
with an escort of Military Police, was sur- 
rounded in the hills between Burma and Manipur 
by an armed body of the Kuki tribe. After a 
journey of ten days, mostly by river, Major 
Hackett, with a small force of 50 rifles, suc- 
ceeded in extricating the civil offier and his 
escort, and in getting away all the ded, 
ammunition, and stores. For his work on this 
oceasion he received the congratulations of the 
Lieutenant-Governor of Burma. He was then 
put in command of a column which operated 
most suceessfully for four months in these hills 
and defeated the Kukis in several engagements, 
finally driving the enemy into the Somra tract, 
unadministered territory to the north. In 1919 
Major Hackett was given command of the 
troops, comprised of ihree columns, in the 
Somra area, under General Sir Henry Keary, 
K.C.B., D8.0., who commanded the entire 
Burma-Assam force. The Somra tract force sub- 
dued and took over the Somra tract of some 700 
square miles, captured or effected the surrender 
of all the rebel chiefs—22 altogether—and 
opened up this newly acquired territory, with a 
hill road of 120 miles in length. The disarma- 
ment of the whole area was also satisfactorily 
achieved.

' MR. THOMAS’S REMEDY. 


Mr. J. H. Thomas, M.P., ing at a de 
monstration in Theatre Royal,” Barz,;, yester 
day afternoon, said with regard to Ireland that 
we are drifting perilously near a crisis, the 
resuit of which no one‘ could foretell, :

It is 
for the Government to recognise that the pre- 
sent bill, which is already dead, would aggra- 
vaté and not help the gituation. Let them 
realise that the remarkable change of the 
Freeman's Journal is mdieative of, 1 believe, 
the feelings of the majority of the 
Irish people. Parlaysis has overtaken 
Ireland. Every hour make the tua. 
tion worse, and brings us nearer to the 
time when open, bloody conflict is inevitable. 
le this the solution? I would beg all who

Catholics had a 
definite and unalterable view of how human 
life ony be lived, and of what was tolerable 
and What imtolerable im the action of the State 
upon the individual comscience and the rights 
of the family.
